WONDERFUL MEDICAL DISCOVERIES. 


ltubber Turning to Atiitieil Tl*^u e— lie- 
section of Large .1 » int w 
The medical jo urnals for the last ten 
y ears hav e giv en acco unts 
of wonderfu l 
disco v eries in surgical science an 1 o f their 
applicatio n in practice—the filling up of 
large, deep wo unds with spo nge, 
and the 
o rganizatio n and assimilatio n o f the latter; 
skin grafting, bo ne grafting, and the suc­ 
cessful adjustment and regro wth of fingers. 
Recently two o ther wo nderful 
discov eries 
hav e been ro |x >rted. 
One is the o rganiza­ 
tio n o f rubber within the animal tissue« ; 
tho o ther, the o rganizing o f blo o d clo ts, 
their fo rmatio n into new tissue, and the ap­ 
plicatio n o f them to ifie surer and better 
healing o f surgical wo unds, 
As to tho first, it ap p ears that Pro fesso r 
Vanlnlr, of France, had, in a 
certain case, 
inserted a drainage tu be, of ordinary gray 
v u lcanized ru bber, one and one-fou rth inches 
in length and one-fifth in diameter, and 
that - this, at the end of sev en months, 
seemed to hav e u ndergone partial abso rp­ 
tion. 
Bu t on ex amining it with a microscop e, it 
was fou nd that the su bstance o f the rubber 
had become tru ly organized; that, the lo wer 
end of the tu be had beco me fully assimilated 
to the su rrou nding tissu e, and had who lly 
lost its original form; that the part o f tho 
tu be nex t abov e this had lo st its o riginal 
shap eless ap p earance ami had acq u ire I a 
comp lex stru ctu re, showing fine co nnecting 
tissue fibers, with cells of v ario us fo rms be 
tween them, and v ery numero us capillary 
blood v essels. 
Say s the Medical Reco rd: “ That India 
rubber can thus beco me o rganized is the 
mo re remarkable when we co nsider that it 
is a pure v egetable ex udatio n, dev o id o f all 
structure, and seemingly mo re calculated to 
act as a fo reign bo dy and to prev ent tho 
unio n o f wo unded surfaces than to undergo 
o rganizatio n and to beco me thus rn integral 
part o f the animal tissues. ” 
The o ther disco v ery was by Schede, a 
German ex pert. 
Tho Bo sto n Ai dical and 
Surgical J o urnal say s: “ His rq>o rted re­ 
sults are almo st marv elo us; the blo o d fills 
the wo und cav ity co mpletely , clo ts uml is 
gradually replaced by permanent tissue fo r­ 
matio n. 
By this metho d resectio n (amputa­ 
tio n! o f large jo ints, has healed by primary 
unio n, and large po rtio ns o f the articular 
ends o f bo ne hav e been remo v ed witho ut 
impairment o f their articular functio n. Two 
hundred and fo rty -o ne o peratio ns are re­ 
co rded by Hehede, nearly all o f which hav e 
healed under o ne dressing by primary 
unio n.” 
These o peratio ns included the amputatio n 
of fo rty largo jo ints, with thirty -sev en 
reco v ering, with no change o f dressing, and 
no leakage. 
The wo und hav ing been duly 
prepared, the blo o d is let in and left 
to o r­ 
ganize, the who le being co v ered with pro 
tectiv e silk and o ther dressing.-—Yo uth’s 
Co npanio n.

T w o M en K ille d an d C rem ated . 
Re ad I.vo, Pa., J an. 10.—Tho details of a 
fatal accident on the Wilmington & North­ 
ern railroad Sunday morning have just 
lieen received hero. 
When near Lenapo 
station the engine of the north-bound freight 
became stalled and the fireman got dowo to 
clear the grate.

A coron­ 
er’s inquest was held Sunday afternoon. 
The testimony showed that the conductor, 
Harry Hubert, who was asleep while on 
duty , was to blame for the accident.

10.— On J uno 18, 1884, a 
sterling loan of € 50,000 was made to the Ore­

Gosche,n as chancellor of the exchequer, is to 
be the only Whig in the cabinet, popular in­ 
terest in the ultimate composition of the body 
has a b a te! 
There is no doubt that Goschon will 
strengthen Lord Salisbury ’s hands, especially 
in his foreign policy , and, more particularly , 
that p art of the foreign policy which lies in 
the direction of the German and Austrian 
alMance and the retention of English control 
over Egy pt* 
In regard to the Irish question, 
Goschon supports Lord Ashbourne’s theories. 
He favors a settlement of tho land problem 
by the introduction of a largo scheme to buy 
out the landlords, but concurrently with this 
he would insist upon the severest measures to 
to secure the carry ing out of existing laws, 
regardless of. the character of the tenants’ 
claims to forbearance. 
His influence, there­ 
fore, tends straight toward the enactment of 
another crimes bilL 
Goschen s preseuco in the cabinet moans the 
promulgation of an absolutely sounl fiscal 
policy . 
He will help to give to the country 
a sound administration in those great spend­ 
ing departments of the government, the 
army and navy . 
Liberal Unionists are be­ 
ginning to realize the fact that (roschen s ap­ 
pearance in the Tory camp has cast a general 
'suspicion over the whole Lil>erat-Uiiionist 
section; that as pseudo Liberals, despite their 
protest, they are bound soon to be absorbed 
into tho Conservative rank s. One 
immedi­ 
ate result of this conviction 
has been the 
rapid gravitation af the Radical-Unionists 
toward Gladstone. 
It is probable that tho 
Radicals will ultimately accept Gladstone's 
home rule bill, provided the powers of llic 
proposed Irish parliament be limited so ai to 
deal with measures of domestic legislation, 
which 
powers shall be strictly confined by 
statute law'. 
Tfee difference between Glad­ 
stone’s policy and that of the Radicals is this; 
The 
Rttdieai-Unionist idea is that the 
law 
shall clearly define what the Irish parliament 
may do, while Gladstone’s bill simply tl>- 
nnared 
what it might not 
do. 
Parnell’s 
phy sical condition is still very unsatisfactory 
to his friends. 
He has very little strength, 
and is afflicted with a debility which threat­ 
ens nnfltness for work at the opening of par­ 
liament 
The prosecutions carried on by tho govern­ 
ment in Ireland have not thus far percepti­ 
bly abated the success of the “plan of cam­ 
paign.” The Nationalists are exultant over 
their progress, and over the prospect of com­ 
plete victory which now seems to be assured. 
The smoothness and practicality with which 
the plan has been carried out are indeed phe­ 
nomenal. 
I t is now eleven week s since 
United Ireland published the unique scheme, 
and in this short time it has been put into 
operation on a host of estates, and the re­ 
mark able fact can now be pointed to that 
not a single tenant has been evicted on one 
of those estates.

If CoL Robertson declines to seek this rem­ 
edy Prosecuting Attorney Mitchell, of this 
county , a Democrat, will begin quo warranto 
proceedings against Green Smith, as ho 
is authorized by the law in his official capac­ 
ity to do. 
He will invite counsel for Col. 
Robertson and the attorney genoral of the 
state to assist in the prosecution of the action, 
but with or without their co-operation it will 
be pushed to a decision in the manner above 
described before the day fixed by law for the 
houses to meet in joint session for the election 
of a senator. 
If the decision of this court is 
adverse to Smith he will at ogee y ield the 
chair to Robertson. If it is in his favor he 
will hold the fort, and the Republicans, it is 
believed, will feel themselves constrained to 
acquiesce. 
Col. Robertson was ask ed by Tho limes 
correspondent what he had to say to the pro­ 
position embodied in the above. 
“ Wo shall 
pay no attention to any proposition made in 
that form,” he said. 
“ If Mr. Smith has any 
proposition to mak e directly to us it will ba 
considered, but we can not recognize tho au­ 
thority of the judiciary to perform tho func­ 
tion expressly conferred by the constitution 
upon an independent co-ordinate branch of 
the government. 
The constitution and the 
statutes made in conformity therewith pro­ 
vide a method of determining the question of 
my title 
to 
the 
lieutenant 
governor­ 
ship. 
The 
constitution 
stipulates 
that contested elections for governor or 
lieutenant governor shall be determined by 
the general assembly in such manner as may 
tie prescribed by law. 
Sections 4,743-4,740 
inclusive, revised statutes, 
1881, provide 
that any elector may contest the election of 
any person declared elected by popular vote 
to any office, whether state, con ity ,. town 
ship, or municipal. The contestant shall 
within twenty day s after the first day of the 
next session of the general assembly there­ 
after file specifications of the grounds of 
such contest, verified by affidavit, 
with the 
speak er of the house. Each house is then to 
choose seven of its members, who are to con­ 
stitute a committee to try and determine the 
matter, with power to send for persons and 
papers. 
Tbeir judgment, as reported to the 
two houses and entered upon their journals, 
shall be final and “ if such election be ju I god 
invalid such offlae shall be vacant.’ It will 
be seen,” said Col. Robertson, “ that tho con­ 
stitution and law* provide amply for the ex­ 
isting emergency . It is the uniform prac­ 
tice in Indiana, as elsewhere, to give the per­ 
son declared elected to any office his seat, 
end the person challenging his title is obliged 
to seek the remedy proviied by law. This Is 
the first ease on record, I believe, in which 
the person shown by the face of the returns 
to have been elected to any office has been 
k ept oat of the posltioa and invited to en­ 
force his right» by judicial process. 
I am 
entirely confident, however, that the conspir 
acy will fail, and that a few day s, or possi­ 
bly a few hours will see roe in poesession of 
the chair of the senate.”
